~ WILLIAM S. SMITH ~ 
July 28, 1944 - July 20, 1999 


The world didn’t stop with Y2K, but it certainly slowed down 
in the State of New Hampshire for the funeral of William S. Smith 
on July 23, 1999. The celebration of the life of this man was held 
at the Lyman Bible Church. The building was full from stage to 
foyer and yet outside the Church was encircled by still more 
individuals. People from all over New Hampshire, from all walks 
of life, arrived in State Vehicles, BMW’s, new cars & old trucks. 
They came to say good-bye to a man who had touched the lives of 
so many. William Samuel Smith, 54, a Civil-Engineer, Surveyor 
of 240 Quebec Road, Lyman, died July 20, 1999, at his home. We 
said good-bye to a man called “Bill”. Our heartfelt sympathy to 
his wife of 28 years, Shirley (Clough) Smith, son Tom and 
daughter Sylvia.

Celine Presby made the motion to accept Article 3 as written. Helen 
Capron seconded this motion. 


James Locke stated that the above information is pretty well basic and that there had not 
been any large changes. The Moderator explained if there was a particular line item that 
one wanted explained then please state so. 


Larry Haley asked if under the heading of Fire was the Town of Lyman still going with 
the Town of Lisbon. Milton Presby, Selectman, stated that the figure of $13,000 was just 
for this year. That they had been searching other alternatives to bring before the voters. 
A thorough discussion followed under the different headings which were under Article 3 
and it was pointed out that the Selectpersons had indeed done some searching about other 
alternatives for the funding of the fire costs, education and the future alternatives as to the 
disposal of garbage and waste. 


Under the Fire heading it was pointed out that the Board had no complaints with the way 
in which Lisbon covered the Town for fire protection, but that the costs were raised each 
year and in their searching of other Towns of Lyman’s size, even though Lyman paid 
dues to the Twin State Mutual, we paid much more for the initial cost for coverage. 


Celine Presby who is a member of the Lisbon Life Squad stated that she had contacted 
Bruce Hadlock and he stated if people were outside the 12-mile range for coverage then 
their fire insurance would go up. She also stated that at this time the Lisbon Life Squad 
would not be able to respond to Lyman because they were under the jurisdiction of the 
Lisbon Fire Department. 


The Selectboard presented the difference of the costs between Lisbon and Littleton who 
had also placed a bid for the coverage of the Town. 


John Simpson, asked if there was another town similar to Lyman that had to seek outside 
services whereas their fire coverage and locality were also considered in what they were 
charged. 


James Locke explained that they did find out that Benton and Center Haverhill in this 
locality did contract with Haverhill for their fire coverage and their retainer fee was $750 
and Haverhill did take any coverage out of that. It was stated that in research, they found 
out that Lyman was the only town that paid the prices that it does for fire coverage. 


After more discussion, it was decided to stay with Lisbon for this year and that for this 
year they had made another offer in that they would cap the cost for this year at $12,000 
and they would bring the cost of covering the false alarms to $400 instead of the $800 
which they had been charging. 


Mr. Larry Southworth was asked to explain about the different programs that the Lion’s 
Club had that benefited also the Lyman children. He also brought up a plan showing the 
new Lisbon Swimming Pool. 


After more discussion the Moderator polled the voters and ARTICLE 3 WAS PASSED 
by a two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $169,318 
for maintenance, expenses, salaries, supplies and equipment for the Highway Department 
for the ensuing year. (Recommended by the Selectpersons)

Nancy Labbay made the motion to accept Article 4 as written. Alice 
Moulton seconded this motion. 


The Board of Selectpersons, James Locke, Milton Presby, and Betty-Ann Emerson 
explained the plans for the different sections of Town and where the major road 
improvements would be made. 


After general discussion, the Moderator polled the voters and ARTICLE 4 WAS 
PASSED by a two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $60,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Dump Closure Fund previously established. This sum to 
come from fund balance (surplus) No amount to be raised from _ taxation. 
(Recommended by the Selectpersons) 


Cathi Williams made the motion to accept Article 5 as written. Alice 
Moulton seconded this motion. 


James Locke, Selectman, explained that last year when Town Meeting was held, the 
voters raised the sum of $127,500 to close the upper dump. The dump was closed and 
Lyman’s share of the expenses was $61,878. As we had saved more than the actual 
expenses the Selectboard put $60,000 back into the Dump Enclosure Fund that already 
had about $70,000 in it. We are now just placing this amount into the Capital Reserve 
Dump Closure Fund. After several questions pertaining to this Article, the Selectboard 
did state that of the three Towns involved, Lyman had been placing monies into a 
Reserve Fund for several years in anticipation of the final dump expenses. 


When the Moderator moved the Article. ARTICLE 5 WAS PASSED by a two-thirds 
majority vote. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Special Revenue Dump 
Closure Fund created to cover engineering expenses for the Landfill closure. Said funds 
with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the General 
Fund. (Recommended by the Selectpersons) 


Nancy Labbay made the motion to accept Article 6 as written. Ardell 
Worchel seconded this motion. 


Terry Simpson, Administrative Assistant, stated that this Article had to precede Article 
Number 7 as directed by the Department of Revenue Administration. They had the Board 
set up a special trust fund set up by the Town of Lisbon with monies from the trash bags 
being placed in these funds. It was recommended to do away with this fund and before it 
can go into another fund, it would have to be placed into General Fund first. This would 
be the step that would have to be taken in order to go on to the next step, which would be 
the next Article. 


Edith McKown made the motion to move the question. Ardell Worchel 
seconded this motion. The voters voted to move the Article by a 
majority vote. When the Moderator polled the voters ARTICLE 6 
WAS PASSED by a two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $7,125 to be the 
total amount from the discontinued Special Revenue Dump Closure Fund including 
interest to date of withdrawal. Said funds are to be transferred from the fund balance 
(surplus) of the General Fund to the Capital Reserve Dump Closure Fund. No amount to 
be raised from Taxation. (Recommended by the Selectpersons) 


Ardell Worchel made the motion to accept Article 7 as written. Edith 
McKown seconded this motion. 


The Moderator asked if there was some explanation from the Board and Terry Simpson, 
Administrative Assistant, explained that this was the $7,125 that was just put into 
General Fund under Article 6. Now we are just putting this into the Capital Reserve 
Dump Closure Fund. 


As there was no further discussion under Article 7, the Moderator polled the voters and 
ARTICLE 7 WAS PASSED by a two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 
to be added to Capital Reserve Funds previously established. (Recommended by the 
Selectpersons

Edith McKown made the motion to accept Article 8 as written. James 
\ Trudell seconded this motion. 
There was general discussion about the different reserve funds. Terry Simpson, 
Administrative Assistant, explained that the Board had this set-up to replace expenses 
that had been taken out of the Dump Closure Fund. 
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James Locke, Selectman, explained that the Dump Closure Fund was adding the three 
previous Articles together and now they were requesting this full amount to be placed 
into the Dump Closure Fund Capital Reserve Fund. 


He explained that the Highway Vehicle Fund, the Highway Equipment Fund, and the 
Fund for Legal Expenses are something that the Town has voted for each year. He 
explained that if the Town turned to page 39 of their Town Report, one could see by the 
Report of the Trust Funds. The chart shows the different funds and their balances. 


Terry Simpson explained further about the difference in legal expenses under Article 3 
and Article 8. The question was raised about the condition of one of the trucks and the 
frame. 


Milton Presby, Selectman, explained that yes the frame had been broken and the Board 
had contacted the State and it was perfectly legal to have the frame welded as long as it 
was done by a certified welder. And yes, this had been done. 


At one time the question was asked whether or not the Town should raise the amount 
under Highway Vehicle to $10,000 instead of $5,000. This was voted down and the 
Highway Vehicle Fund will remain at $5,000. 


When the Moderator polled the voters, ARTICLE 8 WAS PASSED by a two-thirds 
majority vote. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,500 
to be added to Trust Funds previously established. (Recommended by the Selectpersons)

Cathi Williams made the motion to accept Article 9 as written. Edith 
McKown seconded this motion. 


A general discussion of Article 9 followed with questions about the Office Equipment 
Fund. It was stated that the copy machine was getting old and would have to eventually 
be replaced. 


The question was raised pertaining to the Land Purchase Fund. (and how much was in 
this fund?) The Selectpersons stated that there was now $20,000 in the fund and if the 
above Article 9 was voted in there would be another $10,000 to be added to this total. An 
in-depth discussion followed as to the location of this property, about the amount of acres 
involved and if the State would approve the visibility with trucks entering and leaving. It 
was stated that two members of the Board, James Locke and Betty-Ann Emerson had 
attended the auction. As there was no one there, but the lawyer representing the mortgage 
company it was recommended by the lawyer, that they try to work something out with the 
mortgage company. The cost of $4,500 was given to the Board as the fee for tearing 
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down the building and cost of clean-up and the disposal of some of the shingles which 
had asbestos. 


Nancy Labbay made the motion to move the Article. Cathi Williams 
seconded this motion. 


The voters voted to move the question and when the Moderator polled the voters 
ARTICLE 9 WAS PASSED by a two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 10. Polling hours in the Town of Lyman are now 8AM to 7PM. Shall we 
place a question on the State election ballot to change polling hours so that polls shall 
open at 11AM and close at 7PM for all regular State elections beginning the next State 
election. 


Alice Moulton made the motion to accept Article 10 as written. Beth 
Hubbard seconded this motion. 


Kathryn Girouard had made up charts and passed them out to show just how many people 
actually took advantage of the early opening, which went back several years. After 
general discussion pertaining to Article 10, the Moderator polled the voters and 
ARTICLE 10 WAS PASSED by a majority vote. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of major Lyman road improvement projects, 
said fund to be called the “Major Lyman Road Improvement Projects Fund” and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be placed in this fund. (Recommended by the 
Selectpersons) 


Edith McKown made the motion to accept Article 11 as written. Cathi 
Williams seconded this motion. 


Milton Presby, Selectman, stated that the plan was to build up this fund so that there 
would be enough to do a major road improvement as the Article so states. A lot of the 
roads lack drainage and materials. The Board stated that they would like to have enough 
to upgrade a road and follow through with the complete plan. A general discussion 
followed and when the Moderator polled the voters, ARTICLE 11 WAS PASSED by a 
two-thirds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to approve the purchase of land for a 
Highway Town Garage, to appropriate $30,000 toward the payment of said land, and 
authorize the withdrawal from the “Land Purchase Fund” established for this purpose. 
(Recommended by the Selectpersons, contingent on additional information that will be 
available by Town Meeting) 


Allen Corey made the motion to accept Article 12 as written. Edith 
McKown seconded this motion. 
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It was explained that the “Land Purchase Fund” already had $20,000 in it and with the 
addition of Article 9 being passed it would bring the total amount up to $30,000. This 
amount would be used to purchase the land and also go towards the clean-up of the 
buildings, etc., and the leveling of the land, if the land would meet the standards for a 
new Town Garage. 


When the Moderator polled the voters, ARTICLE 12 WAS PASSED by a two-thirds 
majority vote. 


ARTICLE 13. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting. 
Given under our hands and seal this 9" day of March, 1999. 


People who attended the meeting were encouraged to please attend the school meeting to 
be held at the Lisbon Regional School on March 11, 1999 at 7:30 PM. 


Spencer Girouard made the motion to adjourn the meeting. Raymond 
Emerson seconded this motion. 


The Moderator declared the meeting closed at 9:45 PM.

1999 was an interesting year to be in Town Government. The ever present, ever- 
frustrating School funding crisis not only dominated the headlines, but impacted the time 
and fashion in which the New Hampshire Towns were able to borrow funds. The Town 
historically borrows a single Tax Anticipation Note (TAN) in late March to cover the 
operations of the Town until property tax billing. The TAN funds are deposited in the 
Town’s account with the NHDIP and transferred as needed. In 1999, the Department of 
Revenue Administration, in reaction to the unresolved education funding issue, 
recommended that Towns borrow only the amount of tax commitment for the municipal 
and county portions of the property tax, but not for the additional amount representing the 
school portion. The State provided a guarantee of up to $107,033 for TAN borrowing; 
therefore our initial TAN was for only that amount. Soon after legislation on School 
funding we were able to borrow the remainder of funds needed. This delay in borrowing 
effected interest income earned on the Town’s account with the NHDIP. As the year 
went on, the cries of unconstitutionality sounded, and there was a halt put on the property 
tax billing. Though local residents probably didn’t mind this delay, the Town counts on 
the timely arrival of those funds and plans accordingly. This meant we were back to the 
bank borrowing again until the tax bills were sent in November. Three TAN’s were 
issued by Woodsville Guaranty Savings Bank at a rate of 3.75% per annum. They were 
as follows: 


#1 Issued April 5, 1999 in the amount of $107,000.00 
Paid November 23, 1999 in the amount of $109,550.40 


#2 Issued May 17, 1999 in the amount of $193,000.00 
Paid December 13, 1999 in the amount of $197,203.69 


#3 Issued September 27, 1999 in the amount of $75,000.00 
Paid December 7, 1999 in the amount of $75,539.38 


The Town’s account with the NHDIP showed an average monthly interest rate of 
5.04% earning the Town $1,306.85. 


The Town continues to make timely payments on the Truck Loan and will see the 
loan paid in full this June.

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ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT’S REPORT 


In previous years, I have endeavored to use this report to keep you informed with a 
summary of Town Government and activities. However, this year I will deviate from this 
format to allow for a different kind of overview. 


May will begin my 14" year as the Administrative Assistant for the Town of 
Lyman. There are still some people in Town that wonder “what exactly does the 
Administrative Assistant do in a small town?” Since we are speaking about government 
here, the answer is the same things that an Administrator in Manchester would be 
required to do with the help of numerous assistants. All the required forms, paper work, 
and red tape are the same whether the Town has a population of 400 or 100,000 residents. 


Upon employment, my duties were basic. In 18 hours a week, I would be 
responsible for answering the phone, setting appointments for the Board, opening mail, 
typing letters that the Selectmen wrote, organizing the one “4” drawer file cabinet and 
several boxes of papers which were basically an accumulation of old deeds and 
mortgages, mailing out inventories, digesting reams of material pertaining to legal 
requirements and other information, and attending Board meetings when I was able. My 
office was a “desk” set on two 55-gallon drums located in the now renovated room where 
the Selectmen hold their meetings. The Selectmen’s meetings were held in the Town 
Hall around a very large square desk. In the winter, Selectman, Keith McKown, would 
come in early and start the fire in the wood stove to take the chill off, coats stayed on. 
The “filing system” was the circular file that was located by the side of the mammoth 
desk. There were no operational “facilities” in the building. My personal, primary goal 
was to establish an organized, practical filing system for all parcels of land in Lyman, for 
the abundance of information that would need to be accessible for reference at a later 
time, and to learn as much as I could about the operation of town government. It became 
quickly evident that resources needed to be readily available and a compilation of names, 
addresses and telephone numbers was done and available when needed. 


Today, the lighting of the old wood stove is an insurance nightmareateaet work is 
done in a real office, and filing is a never ending chore. My hours vary depending on the 
time of year. Office hours for the public are set from 8-3 Monday through Wednesday 
and Selectmen’s meetings on Monday nights.. Pay is based on an average of a twenty- 
five hour workweek. However, during the months when preparation for the Town Audit, 
Taxes, Town Report and Budget take place, the hours roll up beyond “full time.” As 
most of you know, you may always call me at home with questions or concerns. I tell 
people, if I’m not at the office I am either at Butson’s or at home. 


Responsibilities are extensive, ever changing and increasing. The filing system for 
the Selectmen’s office has grown to 14 file cabinets for the active files. A brief synopsis 
includes: oversight of the daily routine activities of the Selectmen’s office (answering 
phones, mail, correspondence, filing, data entry, answering questions, working with 
appraisers and loggers looking up property information, and numerous daily practical 
details), working with the assessor to maintain property records, current land use records, 
maintaining computer files for each property, maintaining 700 file folders, one for each 
parcel of land providing a history and much needed reference when questions arise, 
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driveway, septic, and building permit information, preparation of reports, budgets, 
minutes, serving as the liaison between the Selectmen and the Auditor, Assessor, 
Attorney, State Agencies and Officials, and “911” operations, both the State of NH 
Bureau of Emergency Communications, and Bell Atlantic, staying informed on Federal 
and State Regulations and carrying out their administration as smoothly as possible, 
insurance coverage, serving as safety coordinator, drug and alcohol enforcement 
supervisor, handicap coordinator, purchasing, MIS, human resource manager, welfare 
officer, public relations, policy development, compiling mortgages and deeds for easy 
reference, developing a paper trail for documentation of income for the Selectmen’s 
revenues, and transfer requests to the Trustees, maintaining receipts for the Treasurer, 
updating permits, keeping taxpayers informed on school issues and tax issues, working 
with vendors and contractors, overseeing building needs, staying abreast of legislative 
action, continuing education, and maintaining an information center for both residents 
and visitors. More could be listed, but by now, that run on sentence is enough. Having 
majored in government and economics in college and having spent time as a licensed 
realtor, I have enjoyed the opportunity to work in town government. 


This rendition should not be offensive. Selectmen are “voluntary”, part-time 
officials; usually in office for three years. I have worked with 12 different Selectmen, 
providing much needed continuity and consistency to the governing of the Town. 
Understanding the interaction of all fazes of town government does not just happen, it 
takes time, effort and continuing education. I have made every effort to provide a 
knowledge base for the Boards to allow them to concentrate on their duties of “running 
the town” as directed through the votes enacted at Town Meeting. The Selectmen are 
responsible for managing the town’s “prudential affairs”, and I assist them in carrying out 
these responsibilities. The duties described above have evolved to provide stability to 
your town government and benefit your officials. The daily administration of town 
government is no longer a volunteer endeavor.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


I would like to thank the Selectpersons for giving me the opportunity to do this job. 


I would also like to thank the Selectpersons, Loretta, Lisa, and Terry for their continued 
support and their commitment to the betterment of their Town. Their knowledge and 
experience is a great asset. Their assistance is very much appreciated. 


This year I attended the following courses: Grader Training Seminar, Air Brakes Seminar, 
and a Chain Saw Safety Conference. 


Since filling the vacant position of Road Agent in March, I have completed the following: 


Brook Road: graded twice, cleaned shoulder, cleaned ends of culverts, filled 
cave-ins, and dug large rocks out of roadway. 

Mountain Meadows: graded three times, ditched, and cut brush. 

Pettyboro Road: cold patched, cut shoulder, dug ends of culverts, chipped brush, 
sealed tar part of roadway, graded dirt three times, swept, replaced 36 inch culvert, 
oversaw roadside mowing, and added guardrails. 

Ash Hill: graded twice, and chipped brush. 

Echo Ledge: graded once. 

Sugarway Drive: graded once, new 15 inch culvert, and cut shoulder. 

Ole Man’s Road: graded once, and cleaned ditches. 

Hunt’s Mountain: graded once, cleaned ditches, oversaw roadside mowing, and 
cleaned ends of culverts. 

Moulton Hill: graded twice, cleaned out culverts, dug ditches, oversaw roadside 
mowing, and chipped brush. 

Quebec Road: graded twice, and cleaned ditches. 

Birch Road: graded once, and cut ditches. 

Ogontz Road: graded twice, cleaned ends of culverts, and cleaned ditches. 
Davis Drive: graded twice, and replaced 36 inch culvert. 

Hurd Hill Road: graded three times, calcium chloride, cleaned ends of culverts, 
thawed culverts, filled mud holes with stone, and cleaned fallen trees. 

Dodge Pond: graded twice, cut trees,widened, receded, and culverts were installed. 
Skinny Ridge Road: cold patched, sealed first part, cleaned ditch, dug ends of 
culverts, oversaw roadside mowing, cut and trimmed brush. | 

Bobbin’ Mill Road: graded twice. 

Under the Mountain Road: graded twice, changed culverts, ditched, dug ledge 
at the intersection of Under the Mountain and Bobbin’ Mill, filled mud holes with 
stone, oversaw roadside mowing, and thawed culverts. 

Hubberton Road: graded once. 


In the year 2000, I hope to complete the following projects: Remove ledge, as well as 
widen, the backside of Dodge Pond. I plan to add gravel to Moulton Hill and Hurd Hill. 
Culverts will be replaced on the backside of Dodge Pond and to Under the Mountain Road. 
Ditching and Trimming will be ongoing projects throughout the summer. 


I would like to express a very big thanks to Sue for her help all year long. Also, to the 
residents of Lyman, thank you for being patient this year while the Road Crew was short- 
handed.

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LYMAN DOG POLICY 


(Adopted by the Board of Selectpersons 1-11-99) 


As required by RSA 466:1, all dogs are to be licensed by April 30" of each year. A 
current rabies vaccination certificate must be presented at time of licensing. If requesting 
the reduced fee for a neutered animal, verification of neutering/spaying is required. The 
month of May is a grace period. However, any owner of a dog not licensed by June 1*, 
under RSA 466:13, is required to pay civil forfeiture to the Town of Lyman within 96 
hours of the date and time notice is given. Any person who fails to pay the forfeiture 
within the allotted amount of time will be issued a summons to District Court. At the 
time that the forfeiture is paid, the dog owner will also be required to obtain a license for 
the dog(s). Pursuant to RSA 466:1 and RSA 466:4, a current rabies vaccination, and if 
requesting the lower neutered license fee, either spaying or neutering certificate is 
required. Owner is responsible for maintaining these documents in his/her possession. 
There is a $1/month late charge after June 1“ as well as the forfeiture fee. All costs and 
fees for certified mailing will be paid by the fined dog owner. 


RSA 31:1 (a)-(g) defines dogs that are a menace, a nuisance or vicious. 


Lyman does have a leash law. The Town of Lyman at a “special election” held on 
November 4, 1980, adopted RSA 466:30-a, “Dog Control Law.” “Notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any dog to run at large, except 
when accompanied by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such. For the purpose of this 
section, ‘accompanied’ means that the owner or custodian must be able to see or hear, or 
both, or have reasonable knowledge of where the dog is hunting, herding, or training. 
Nothing herein shall mean that the dog must be within sight at all times. In this section, 
‘at large’ means off the premises of the owner or keeper and not under control of any 
person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably control the 
conduct of such dog, unless accompanied by the owner or custodian.” 


All complaints related to animals must be submitted in writing, signed and dated, to 
the Board of Selectpersons. Upon submission of such complaint, the Board will contact 
the animal control officer as required.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is com- 
pletely covered with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the 
fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy assisting com- 
munities with suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also 
investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire 
laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions re- 
garding forest fire or timber harvest laws please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the 
Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 
fire season was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The 
severe drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined with re- 
sidual effects of the 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In 
addition to burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfire. 
Wildland fires in the urban interface is a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. 
Homeowners can help protect their structures by maintaining adequate green space around 
them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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RESOLUTION IN SUPPORT OF HOME RULE 


Whereas, the only existing home rule in New Hampshire is the ability to choose the form 
of government at the local level; and 


Whereas, municipal home rule is needed to avoid the lengthy and costly process of 
requesting state permission for action which is truly “local” in nature; and 


Whereas, true municipal home rule may increase the timeliness within which a

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
In the Year of Our Lord One Thousand Nine Hundred and Ninety-Nine 
CONCURRENT RESOLUTION PROPOSING CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
RELATING TO: municipalities’ home rule. 


PROVIDING THAT: Municipalities shall have home rule authority to exercise such 
powers which are not prohibited by the State Constitution, State Statute, or Common 
Law. 


Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring, that the 
Constitution of New Hampshire be amended as follows: 


I. That the first part of the Constitution be amended by inserting after Article 
39 the following new Article. 


[Art.] 40 [Home Rule Authority Granted.] A municipality may exercise such 
powers and perform such functions pertaining to/its government and affairs 
which are not prohibited by the State Constitution, State Statute, or Common 
Law. Nothing in this Article shall be construed to alter or limit in any way the 
State’s right of preemption over municipal powers and functions. 


II. That the above amendment proposed to the Constitution be submitted to the 
qualified voters of the State at the State General Election to be held in 
November, 2000. 


Ill. That the Selectmen of all towns, cities, wards and places in the state are 
directed to insert in their warrants for the said 2000 election, an Article to the 
following effect: To decide whether the amendments of the Constitution 
proposed by the 1999 session of the general court shall be approved. 


IV That the wording of the question put to the qualified voters shall be: 


Are you in favor of amending the Constitution to provide that municipalities 
shall have home rule authority to exercise such powers and perform such 
functions pertaining to its government and affairs which are not prohibited by 
the State Constitution, State Statue, or Common Law, and that the state shall 
retain its right of preemption over municipal powers and functions? 


V. That the Secretary of State shall print the question to be submitted on a 
separate ballot or on the same ballot with other constitutional questions. The 
ballot containing the question shall include 2 squares next to the question 
allowing the voter to vote “Yes” or “No,” If no cross is made in either of the 
squares, the ballot shall not be counted on the question. The outside of the 
ballot shall be the same as the regular official ballot except that the words 
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“Questions Relating to Constitutional Amendments proposed by the 1999 
General Court” shall be printed in bold type at the top of the ballot. 


VI That if the proposed amendment is approved by 2/3 of those voting on the 
amendment, it becomes effective when the Governor proclaims its adoption. 


FACTS ABOUT HOME RULE 


What is home rule? Home rule enables people at the local level to have greater control 
over their town and city affairs. 


Why do we need home rule in New Hampshire? New Hampshire does not now have 
home rule except that each town or city can determine what its form of government 
should be. No town or city can take an action that is not specifically authorized by the 
State Legislature. That is, if there is not a specific statute allowing a municipality to take 
action, it cannot act in that situation. Home rule will allow the local legislative body, 1.e. 
town meeting, council or board of aldermen to act. 


Can communities vote to adopt new taxes? No The N.H. Constitution delegates the 
sole responsibility of imposing taxes to the State Legislature. Only legislators can enact 
taxes, unless they specifically delegate that authority to municipalities. 


What prevents communities from adopting “outrageous” bylaws and ordinances? 
There are checks and balances in the process of home rule. One major check is that the 
local legislative body will adopt bylaws and ordinances. Decisions will not be left to a 
few or to any one person in the community. In town meeting towns, all voters will have 
an opportunity to debate these issues. In cities and town council towns, the community’s 
elected representatives will have an opportunity to vote on local measures. That process 
involves public hearings and an opportunity for input by the general public and residents 
of the community. 


In addition, the Legislature will continue to have oversight over the process. If it appears 
that communities are taking certain actions which, in the collective wisdom of the 
Legislature, are not in the best interest of the State as a whole, it can preempt action in 
whole or in part. 


If the Legislature chooses to preempt an issue, will that be affected by passage of a 
home rule amendment? No The Legislature still retains control over the statutory 
process. If it determines that there are issues that need consistent application throughout 
the State, it can preempt local authority to act. The Legislature can do that now and will 
still be able to do that even with the adoption of home rule. 


Why is home rule a positive change for New Hampshire? There is a lot of discussion 
in New Hampshire about “local control.” Home rule provides true local control by 
allowing community residents to act in circumstances where the State has not prohibited 
action or where the State has not already set specific parameters for action.

ANNUAL REPORT 


UNH Cooperative Extension is a unique partnership among the Federal, State and County Goy- 
ernments who provide the funding and support for this educational outreach component of the University 
of New Hampshire. With an Extension Office in each New Hampshire county and campus-based 
subject matter specialists we serve the entire state. 


Our education programs are designed to respond to the local needs of county residents 
through the direction and support of a volunteer advisory council. Our current programs 
focus on: 

Dairy and Pasture Management 

Agriculture Profitability and Nutrient Management 

Forest & Wildlife Habitat Management and Stewardship 

Nutrition, Food Safety, Parenting and Family Financial Management 

Positive Youth Development 

Water Quality Education 

Family Lifeskills Program (LEAP/LIFT) 

After-School Programs 


The Extension Staff of seven works out of North Haverhill but we travel to all areas of 
the county. Three other grant-funded staff piahare provide programs through satellite 
offices in Plymouth, Littleton and Lebanon. Information and education are presented through 
phone calls, farm/office/home/agency visits, the media, workshops and educational series. 
Volunteers help expand our efforts through the Master Gardeners Program, 4H Clubs and 
the Coverts Project. Our work is supported by an office staff of three. 


Here are some ways that local residents benefitted from the work of Cooperative 
Extension. Residents receive a bi-monthly newsletter highlighting upcoming events as well 
and looking at some of the research that affects individuals, families and communities. Par- 
ents receive our aged-paced newsletters, Cradle Crier and Toddler Tales, that chronicle the 
early years of a child’s life. Research on soils and nitrates has reduced the amount of fertil- 
izers being applied to local farm lands, thereby reducing the chance of runoff into local 
streams, rivers or water supplies. Forest management plans help local landowners and those 
employed in the forest industry preserve the beauty of our local woodlands that draw thou- 
sands of tourists to our area. Youth across the county work with adult volunteers learning 
important life skills through our 4H program. An after-school project in North Haverhill is 
being evaluated by UNH professors. The information from this project will help to improve 
other local after-school programs. Water Quality events around the county allow residents 
an opportunity to learn how they can help keep their water clean and how agencies across 
the state are working toward that goal. Families with limited resources have access to nutri- 
tion and financial education to help them stretch their food dollars, thereby providing a more 
balanced diet for our young children. Cooperative Extension staff serve as resources to 
residents and agencies throughout the county. Homeowners concerned about their plants, 
trees and grounds get quick identification and control guidelines. Communities interested 
in improved decision making receive support from Cooperative Extension. Agriculture busi- 
nesses receive help with business plans, marketing, computer usage and diversification. 


Here in Grafton County the office is located on Route 10 in North Haverhill in the 
Grafton County Courthouse. We are open from 8 AM until 4 PM Monday through Friday.

Annual Report 1999 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that provides 
programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s 
programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own homes and communities 
for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, 
Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln and also sponsors the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program of 
the Upper Valley and White Mountains (RSVP). Through the centers and RSVP, older adults 
and their families take part in a range of community-based long-term services including home 
delivered meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs and volunteer opportunities. 


During 1999, 13 older residents of Lyman were served by one or more of the Council’s 
programs offered through the Littleton Area Senior Center: 


Older adults from Lyman enjoyed 45 balanced meals in the company of friends 
in the center’s dining room. 


They received 1,168 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring 
volunteers. 


The cost to provide Council services for Lyman residents in 1999 was $6,441. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own homes 
and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty. 
They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends and neighbors. In addition, 
community-based services offered by the Council save tax dollars over nursing home care or 
other long-term care options. As our population grows older, supportive services such as those 
offered by the Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Lyman’s support for our 
programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to meet 
the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and homes.

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HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 
1999 Annual Report 


Hospice of the Littleton Area has completed its tenth year of providing volunteer 
services to residents of area communities. Our service area included the towns of Littleton, 
Bethlehem, Carroll (Twin Mountain), Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton, Lisbon, Lyman, Landaff, 
Monroe, Bath, Woodsville/Haverhill and Lincoln. In 1999, a total of 160 patients and families 
received services through our many support programs. 


Our Director and Hospice volunteers provided supportive care at home, in hospitals, and 
in nursing homes to 74 individuals and families coping with the advanced and final stages 
of illness. In addition, our Bereavement Care Coordinator and Bereavement Volunteers 
provided support to 21 bereavement care clients. 


Our Hospice Program also conducted four (4) support groups which were free of charge 
and open to the public. The Cancer, Breast Cancer, Bereavement and Prostate Cancer support 
groups offered a supportive and caring place to share feelings and 
experiences guided by a trained counselor. Forty-two (42) individuals attended these support 
groups in 1999. 


Our organization was very pleased this year to ip offer support to two (2) area programs. 
We continued to provide volunteer services to the North Country Home Health Agency’s 
Medicare Hospice Program and we again offered supportive care to patients and families in 
the Hospice Room of Littleton Regional Hospital. 


Volunteers gave over 4587.5 hours in the provision of services. 


Our Hospice conducts a yearly nine (9) week long, eighteen (18) hour Hospice Volunteer 
Training Program for individuals interested in becoming volunteers or in increasing their 
knowledge about Hospice care. Fifteen (15) people completed our 1999 Spring Training 
Program. We now have over 140 trained volunteers available to support area residents. 


Hospice was successful in obtaining grant money that allowed us to start a five (5) day a 
week van service to Dartmouth Hitchcock Medical Center for cancer patients receiving 
radiation treatment. That service began in January of 1999 and accommodated 20 patients 
and family members throughout the year. 


There is NO CHARGE to patients or families for the services of Hospice of the Littleton 
Area. This service is made possible largely through the generous support provided by the 
Towns that we serve. Without the support of Town Funding we would be unable to continue 
to provide services to the many patients and families we serve. 


Your support of Hospice of the Littleton Area is greatly appreciated as we enter our 
eleventh year of providing care to residents of area communities.

Locally, changes in Federal Government and State 
reimbursement systems have presented the North Country Home Health Agency’s Board of 
Directors and staff with tremendous funding challenges. Dedicated to providing services to 
the community, the Agency relies on Town support and individual donations to help underwrite 
the cost of providing home care services to people with limited or no health care benefits. 
Thank you for your generosity in the past year, it has been essential to our success. 


The work of the North Country Home Health Agency includes: nurses, therapists, aides, 
homemakers, and companions assisting people who are recuperating from surgery, individuals 
coping with chronic illnesses and families caring for loved ones and friends. Home Health 
Services reduce expensive hospital stays, eliminate or delay moves to nursing homes, and 
support families by offering competent and comprehensive care. It is only with your Town’s 
continued support that North Country Home Health can continue to meet the home health 
needs of North Country residents. 


Services provided to the Town in 1999 included:

Physical/Occupational Therapy/Speech Therapy 97 
Medical Social Service 9 
Home Health Aide/Homemaker/Companion 304 


Additionally, North Country Home Health provided 30 health screenings and clinics to 
the public in 1999. Approximately 850 residents participated in these preventative health 
programs. 


Because of your generosity and support North Country Home Health is able to provide 
hundreds of hours of home health care and hospice services to those in need.

Throughout 1999 Ross Ambulance responded to over 99% of calls for help with an 
ALS (Advanced Life Support) crew. In the Town of Lyman, these calls resulted in 8 
transports to area hospitals. 


The Service is approaching the year 2000 with our ever-present goal of superb pre- 
hospital care and a renewed focus on customer service. Ross Ambulance currently 
employs 3 Paramedics (the highest level possible) and has 4 employees attending 
Paramedic schools. We also plan to go out into the communities we serve to offer CPR 
and First Aid training. Look for these classes to start in the late spring or early summer. 
If you or your business is in need of this training at an earlier date, please contact our 
office. We will facilitate a class through the Lisbon Life Squad or set something up on 
our own. We are also offering free blood pressure testing to anyone who lives in the 
towns we serve. Just stop by our office anytime and speak to the crew that is on duty, 
they will be happy to help. 


Ross Ambulance Service has just recently signed a contract with The New England 
EMS Institute as a clinical education site. This contract will allow local paramedic 


students enrolled in that program learning opportunities closer to home.
